BOTHA IS NOW IN COMMAND. 


Indications Are That Every Step of 
the British Army on the Way to 
Pretoria Will Be Stubborn- 
ly Resisted. 


DON, March 81, 11:4 a. m.—The War 
Office has posted the following dispatch 
{rom Lord Roberts, date? at Bloemfontein, 
Mareh WwW, evel 

“Reports point to tlhe enemy's leaving 
Brandfort and proceeding in a northerly di- 
rection. The casualties in yesterday's en- 
2zagement were more numerous than at first 
‘eported, Officers killed two, wounded eight; 
rank and file, killed, 10; wounded, 159; miss- 
ing, 3.’ 

The previous dispatch from Lord Roberts, 
dated at Bloemfontein at 2:25 p. m. yes- 
terday, told of the engagement by which 
the Roers were driven back to Brandfort, 
50 miles north of Bloemfontein, aa follows: 

“Owing to the activity of the enemy on 
our immediate front, and their hostile ac- 
tion toward burghers who surrendered, I 
found it necessary to drive them from 
some kopjes they had occupied near the 
Kareé Siding Station, a few miles gouth 
of Brandfort. The operation Was success- 
fully carried out by the Seventh Division, 
assisted by the First and Third Cavalry 
Brigades. under French, and Le Gallais’ 
regiment of mounted infantry. The enemy 
retreated to Brandfort, 
hold the konpjes. 

“Our casualties were: Killed—Capt. Go- 
ing, Seottich Borderers. Wounded—Capts. 
Sellar, Luard, Peebles, Curgonven and Ed- 
wards; Lieuts. Coelson and French, and 
about 100 rank and file.”’ 

The small kopjes from which the Boers 
were driven were about 21 miles north of 
the Free State capital. It is estimated 
that 000 Boers were concentrated in Brand- 
fort prior to the retiring movement report- 
ed by Gen. Roberts this morning.

It thus appears that American militarism costs $219,900,000 
annually more eo the Austrian variety, $150,000,000 more 
than the French, $139,000,009 more than the German and — \- 
v00,000 more than o 8 Italian. 

The pay of officers and men is much higher in the Amerl- 
can army than in any of the armies of LKurope, where the 
stipend is pitifully.small. This is one item. But, on the other 
hand, the European armics are; enormously larger than ours. 

Altogether the prospect is discouraging. It may be very 
patriotic and glorious to expand and assimilate our neigh-

ALLGAIER AND DONNELLY. 


Campbell Allgaier Avoided Going 
With the Crowd by Paying His 
Expenses. 

Nineteen men and two women were taken 
from the St. Louis jail Saturday morning 
and were taken to Jefferson City, where 
they enter upon penitentiary sentences im- 
posed upon them by the criminal courts 
of St. Louis. 

The women were Fannie Walker and Eva 
Combs. The former is white and goes up 
to serve two terms of two years wach on 
charges of grand larceny. She is the woman 
who jumped her bond and was after:vard 
captured in Chicago and returned here for 
trial.. Eva Combs is a negress. She was 
convicted of mayhem and was sentenced 
to the State’s prison for two years. 

Campbell Allgaicr, who, on his plea of 
guilty to the charge of manslaughter, was 
given @ seven years’ senience, was taken 
Up On a separate train from the oomgeoe pris- 
oners. Allgaier did not Wish to go th ine 
crowd and he paraéed through ae streets 
Shackled to the other prisoners and he aid 
the expenses of making a special trip. Fri- 
day afternoon Aligaier’s mother, sisters and 
his Sweetheart passed the afternoon with 
him in the jail. The parting was a sorrow- 
ful one. 

Hugene Donnelly was also among the 
prisoners. He will serve two years on his 
plea of guilty to the charge of manslaugh- 
ter. On the morning of July 4 last he enot 
and killed Mrs, Grace Miller, the wife of 
his employer, a grocer, at Broadway and 
Bellefontaine road. Donnelly is scarcely 
of age and since his incarceration half a 
dozen young women paid him regular visits 
_ furnished him with flowers and @aint- 
ea
